It will be noticed that the expenditures quite largely exceed the 
appropriations on several items of the foregoing account. 

This resulted contrary to the best judgment and untiring effort 
on the part of a majority of the Board, who earnestly strove to 
keep within the amount of the appropriations, except as to the 
Main St. sidewalk. 

The sum appropriated for this work would have been barely 
sufficient, with assessments upon abutting estates, to have con- 
creted the walk a thin coating, without street crossings or grading. 

Inasmuch as abutting owners were willing to help defray the 
cost of a good job, and of curbing for a part of the distance, the 
Board decided to go to the expense of removing the trees which 
prevented a permanent walk being made for a part of the way, 
and grading and curbing to the extent as now seen. 

The sidewalk on Riverlin Street ordered built at the last annual 
meeting has not been completed, the appropriation being entirely 
inadequate for the purpose. This sidewalk should be completed 
during the coming year. | 

A new.road machine is imperatively needed in order to care for 
the roads of the town economically and in the best manner. We 
believe it will repay its cost in one year, in the saving made in 
labor and material, in the greater expedition of doing the work 
and the better quality of work done. 
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New guide boards are badly needed in various parts of the 
town, and we would recommend procuring mefa/lic boards as 
more durable than wood, and costing about the same. 

A new bridge is needed over the Blackstone River, at the P. & 
W. R.R. Station, and the town will have the matter brought 
before them for consideration by an article in the Warrant for the 
annual meeting this year. It is believed that an iron structure 
will prove more satisfactory than one of wood. 

The hill near Lapham’s Mill, and the hills on Canal and Elm 
Streets, are a continual source of expense, by reason of the lack 
of paved gutters. Werecommend that these gutters be paved 
as rapidly as possible, and that a beginning be made this year. 

The Board would recommend that the following sums be raised 
and appropriated for the purposes specified.

REPORT OF BOARD OF Tia am 


The work of the Board during the year has been confined 
largely to correcting matters concerning which complaints 
have been made to them from time to time by citizens. 
These complaints have, for the most part, concerned faulty 
drainage, whereby adjoining householders have been inju- 
riously affected. All sueh complaints have been investigated 
and such recommendations as seemed likely to correct the 
evils have been made. The recommendations of the Board 
have been generally cheerfully complied with. 

In the month of July the attention of the Board was called 
by the State Cattle Commissioners to a case of glanders in 
a horse in the outskirts of the town. Acting under the 
instructions of the Cattle Commissioners, we caused the 
diseased horse to be killed and safely buried and the infected 
premises cleansed and disinfected. 

No extension of the disease occurred. 

Eleven cases of diphtheria have been reported to the 
Board during the year. No other contagious diseases have 
been reported. 

Printed regulations for the prevention of the spread of con- 
tagious diseases were distributed among the various phy- 
sicians of the town with instructions that they furnish copies 
to every family in which such diseases occurred, and request- 
ing them to aid in the enforcement of the regulations. 

Late in the year the Board received instructions from the 
State Cattle Commission requiring it to publish regulations 
regarding the control of cases of contagious diseases among 
domestic animals.

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The Board are agreed that the sanitary welfare of the 
public requires the establishment and enforcement of regu- 
lations regarding a variety of matters, such as the condition 
of cess-pools, privy-vaults, cellar and yard drains, stables, 
swine-pens and slaughter-houses ; the transportation of offal 
or other offensive and injurious matters through the streets 
or depositing such matters therein; the prevention of the 
spread of contagious diseases ; the sale of unwholesome food ; 
the control of contagious diseases among animals, etc., etc., 
and in this belief have prepared and had printed for distri- 
bution regulations covering these various points, a copy of 
which is herewith transmitted. 

The Board believes it for the advantage of the town that 
its Board should join the ‘‘ Massachusetts Association of 
Boards of Health,” whose objects, as stated in its constitution 
are: ‘*the advancement of sanitary science in the state of 
Massachusetts, the promotion of better organization and co- 
operation in the local Boards of Health, the uniform enforce- 
ment of sanitary laws and regulations;” and, since your 
Board serves without pay, it seems right that any expense at- 
tendant upon membership should be met by the town. 

The action of the town at the town meeting holden in 
January indicates that a Board of Health is regarded as a 
permanent institution. 

It is hoped that the citizens of the town will co-operate 
with the Board so that the best results may be secured.
